UNLUCKY LAUNCHING. 


Queer Accident to Largest Steamer 
Ever Built In Italy. 

A feeling akin to consternation bas 
beeti Spfead through Italian @ 
circles owing to the mishap in launch- 
{ug the biggest passenger steamer yet 
constructed in Italy. 


The day fixed for. the eee a 
typical Italian day—bright's 6, a 
cloudless sky and delightful: tempera- 
ture. The trains from both directions 
of the Riviera took hundreds of eager 
spectators to the place, and many 
steamers, large and small, took other 
visitors down from Genoa, and, the 
sea being quite smooth, these were 
largely patronized. 

Shortly after midday the naming 
took place.in due form, and the bottle 
of sparkling asti, decorated with flow- 
ers and the Italian colors, was broken 
in the traditional manner. Twenty 
minutes. afterward the signal was siy- 
en that all was clear, and the vessel 
gradually began to move, quickly in- 
creasing her rate of speed, and, amid 
the cheering of thousands, the hoarse 
tones of the whisties and the shrieking 
of sirens, the launch was quickly and 
triumphantly completed. :

“You can’t get them to see the pos- 
sibility of his having done it,” he 
said, “but if you ask the other class 
to which Phyllis Dimmock belonged.

Indeed, this aspect of the case—the 
way in which the women, even those 
whose interests usually are bounded 
by the hearth and cradle, have taken 
up the deience of a man placed in 
the dock on the charge of murdering 
one of their own sex—presents one, 
of the curious anomalies to which 
students of feminine psychology are 
unaccustomed. 

Though the jury found Wood not 
guilty — nothing but circumstantial 
evidence having n adduced for the 
conviction —the prisoner, as Justice 
Grantham poin out in his scathing 
summing up, was far from being a 
hero. On the contrary, he was a liar, 
a disreputable individual, and habi- 
tual frequenter of low places and 
concerns of low character. 

However, as Marshall Hall thun- 
dered, on addressing the jury for the 
defence: ‘‘You dare not hang Robert 
Wood on the evidence produced. You 
are trying this man for murder, not 
for immorality, and upon what the 
crown has put forw I defy you 
‘WwW trang hin’ =" -

Sus- 
pecting his predecessor's pu on 
sering the gun, White drove hurried- 
ly down a side road, but was over- 
taken by Gibbings, who declared he 
woald shoot within a minute, “Speak 
with me, and explain before you do,” 
answered White, attempting to shield 
himself behind the car. Gibbings fir- 
ed several shots, shattering the vic- 
tim’s hand and knee, the car protect- 
ing the more vulnerable parts of his 
body, Afterwards the wounded man 
was carriéd.to a neighbor’s house and 
later to Dublin Hospital, where his 
condition is régarded as serious. Gib- 
bings drove hastily away and gave 
himself up to the police. The brother 
of the wouri man, also a clergy- 
man, says he knew of no quarrel 
tween White and Gibbings.

The total output of the 
United Kingdom amounted to 251,000,- 
000 tons, or an increase over 1905 of 
15,000,000 tons. In Germany the pro- 
ducton amounted to 135,000,000 tons, 
or be pyre ane more than in the 
previous ‘year. In ‘ 
the quantity produced amounted to 
nearly 370,000,000 tons, thus exceed- 
the output of 1905 by nearly 19,- 
,000 tons. 

The production of the United States 
now exceeds that of the United King- 
dom by nearly fifty per cent., but the 
production of Germany represents onl 
about one-half and that of France an 
Belgium a anges rather more than a 
quarter of the production of the Unit 
ed Kingdom, as compared with its

Its Voice Can Be Heard a Distance of 
Three Miles. 
. A specimen of the naked throated 


ed: Btates\! ‘yeibird (Chasmorhynchus nudicollis) 


has just been received at the zoological 
gardens, London. 

The most remarkable thing jn con~ 
nection with the bellbird is ite power 
ful voice. It utters a clear 1 iiiie 
note which can be heard at a distance 
of three miles. Its noise, according to 
the Pall Mall Gazette, is like that pro- 
duced by a blacksmith striking his an- 
vil. Sometimes it repeats its notes in 
quick succession, sometimes at fairly. 
jong intervals. There is no mistake 
about the voice of this bird. It is loud 
and piercing and would be heard above 
the din produced by every inmate of 
the zoo raising its voice at once. 

Except for a space of naked skin on 
the throat and around the eyes, which 
during the breeding season is of ® 
green color, this bird is pure white. 
The contrast between the sexes in the 
bellbirds, of which two species have 
been exhibited in the menagerie, is ex- 
treme, for while the male is pure 

rhife ‘the female is brownish green. 

arwin refers to the beltbird: when he 
points out that “white is a very rare 
color in terrestrial species of moderate 
size and inoffensive habits.” 

The bellbird is a native of Brazil.

THE LATE P. G. LAURIE 


Late Editor and Proprietor of The 
Battleford Herald. | 


In the long list of editors and news- 
paper men, short histories of whose 
work have been set forth from time 
to time under this heading, what 
name has appeared more worthy of 
consideration than that of the late 
P. G. Laurie. It is doubtful if any| 
other man connected with the news- 
paper business was better known or 
more highly respected. Indeed, it 
may be said that he was almost, if 
not the first editor to engage in pion- 
eer newspaper work in these western 
provinces. 

A native of Scotland, he came to 
Canada with his father, when quite 
@ young lad. He learned the print- 
ing trade in Cobourg, Ont., and a 
few. years later purchased the Times 
at Owen Sound, his first newspaper 
venture, subsequently 
Essex Record at Windsor; Ont. In; 
the year 1869 he was induced, by the; 
late Sir John Schultz to visit the then 
little-known west, and after the many | 
vicissitudes of travel. he eventually 
arrived at Fort Garry, where he took 
charge of the Nor’ Wester newspaper. | 
Interrupted by the outbreak of the 
first Riel rebellion, Mr. Laurie was 
forced te remove to Lower Fort Garry 
with the officials of the Canadian 
Government. Here he printed the 
proclamations for the authorities, as 
well as their replies to the counter 
proclamations of the rebel leaders. 
Subsequently he was enabled to leave 
the country and return to Ontario. 
The following year he made his se- 
cond trip to the west, coming by way 
of the Dawson route, and reaching} 
Winnipeg on Sept. 4th, 1870. He 
purchased the plant of the Nor’- 
Wester, and began the publication of 
the Manitoba News-Letter. Remain- 
ing in Winnipeg for some years in! 
connection with newspaper work, in 
the year 1878, Mr. Laurie set out 
across the plains with a newspaper! 
plant in ox carts. Arriving at Battle-! 
ford on August 11, 1878, he established 
the Herald, being the only paper then 
published west of Winnipeg and the 
most northerly paper on the American 
continent. From that date until his 
death on. May 13, 1903, the history of 
his life had been the history of Bat- 
tleford. Through prosperity and de- 
pression, through times of war and of! 
peace, he continued the publication 
of his paper, during? most of the time 
filling simultaneously every position! 
in the editorial, mechanical and are 
ness staffs, never for a moment fal- 
tering in his belief in the ultimate 
future of the country he“loved so well. 
In 1885, during the stirring times of 
the rebellion, he. alternated -between ! 
military duties at the garrison and 
the publication of his paper as op- 
portunities offered. 

What more can be said than that 
he did his part well in his capacity 
of pathfinder for western journalism. 
It required a man of energy and pur- 
pose, a man of great confidence, to 


establish a newspaper so far removed O

At the time of the re- 
bellion of 1885 Mr. Laurie was in 
partnership with Gowanlock, whose 
memory is associated with the mas- 
sacre at Frog Lake. During the pro- 
ress of the rebellion he served with 

Co., 90th Battalion in Gen. Middle- 
ton’s ¢olumn. At the outbreak of the 
South African compaign he joined 
Strathcona’s Horse as Major in © 
squadron, and served for some time 
unt‘l invalided home as a result of 
enteric fever. 

Mr. Laurie continues to follow his 
profession but retains the manage- 
ment of the Battleford Herald, the 
oldest and one of the best weekly 
papers printed in Saskatchewan.

CANADA TO SUPPLY TIMBER TO 
THE WORLD 


The general increase in the price of 
wood for the past few ears has had 
the effect of turning public attention 
to the timber supply in general. To 
many, the increas, in prices is suffi- 
ciently explained by saying that 
there is a combine among linabar 
producers and manufacturers. But, 
independent of the possible existence 
of any combine, a deeper cause under- 
lies the increase in prices, and the 
cause is this, that timber is becoming 
harder and harder for the manufac- 
turer to get. Greater and greater 
economy and use of materials former- 
ly considered as waste is being intro- 
duced into the manufacture of wood, 
but in spite of it all the price of logs 
is going up, per to higher wages 
that have to be paid, greater distances 
the logs have to be brought and many 
other reasons. 

Not in America alone is the scar- 
city of timber being felt; it has be- 
come a world-wide question. Only 
seven countries in the world are now 
in a position to export timber. In 
Europe there are five, namely: Austro- 
Hungary, Norway, Sweden, Finland 
and Russia; in America there are two, 
namely: Canada and the United 
States. But Russia, Austro-Hungary 
and the United States are increasing 
their population and developing their 
industries so fast that they canpot 
long continue to be exporting coun- 
tries. The timber-of Norway is threat- 
ened with excessive cutting. Germany, 
where the Sekar: of forestry has 
been brought to the greatest perfec- 
tion, has never been able to ‘supply 
home demands, and is a heavy impor- 
ter.’ 

Canada, Sweden and Finland are 
left. and their supply is hopelessly de- 
ficient for the world. If Canada were 
to attempt to supply the United States 
alone, its entire timber area would 
be cut off and denuded in the course 
of a very few years—probably less 
than a decade. 

Various estimates of Canada’s for- 
est land have been given. Eight hun- 
dred million acres was a few years 
ago accepted as pretty near the truth;

cover half that area. To keep this 
area in its most productive state, thus 
enabling it to meet the demand as 
far as possible and to produce the 
largest revenue, is the prob'em set 
those in control of these areas, and 
the protection of the forests against 
fire and other dangers and their pro- 
per management under forestry me- 
thods is the only way in which this 
can be effected.

Friesland. The yoyage might take a 
day, but what of that? There is only 
one way to travel in Hotland—by wa- 
ter, The boat glides through the brim- 
ming canal and passes the clean towns 
und the many windmills. Life per. 
sists, passeugers and cargoes come and 
go, but you are no longer at war with 
the world or in trouble with ft. You 
are a spectator, idling through a sum- 
mer day, wrapped in aloofness, con- 
tent merely to be moving through the 
moist and luminous air. When the en- 
virons of Amsterdafh are left. behind 
and the water side houses give place to 
the reeds that bénd as the backwash 
overtakes them and the factories fade 
irito vaste bright meadows, the spirit 
of this land, wrested from the sea, 
obsesses the traveler. I forgot to count 
the windmills, was indifferent to the 
locality of the hut where Peter the

one side Dutch farmhouses, compact, 
four square, stretching in an endless 
line along the waterway, on the other 
side the meadows, and beyond them, 
far away, the sweeping line of the 
dupes. They rise above the North sea, 
and on their sandy sides and heights 
men are forever on the watch against 
the encroachments of the ocean.

“Why did Whistler paint Henry 
Irving as Philip?’ some one once ask- 
ed me. How dangerous to ask “why” 
about any one so freakish as Jimmy 
Whistler! But I answered then and 
would answer’ now that it was be- 
cause, as Philip, Henry, in his dress 
without much color (from the common 
point of view), his long gray legs and 
his Velasquez-like attitudes, looked 
like the kind of-thing which Whistler 
loved to paiut. Velasquez had painted 
a real Phinp of the same race; Whis- 
tler would paint the actor who had 
created the Philip of the stage. 

I have a note from Whistler written 
to Henry at a later date, I think, 
which refers to the picture. It is 
common knowledge that the sitter nev- 
er cared much about the portrait. 
Henry had a strange affection for the 
wrong pictures of himself. He dis- 
liked the Bastien-Lepage, the Whistler 
and the Sargent, which never even 
saw the light. He adored the weak, 
pretty-pretty picture by Millais, which, 
I must admit all the same, held the 
mirror up to one of the characteristics 
of Henry's face—its extreme refine- 
ment. 

The most remarkable men I have 
known were, without a doubt, Whis- 
tler and Oscar Wilde. This does not 
imply that I liked ‘them better or ad- 
mired them more than the others, but 
there was something about both of 
them more instantaneously individual, 
audacious and wonderful than it is 
possible to describe.—Ellen Terry in 
McClure’s.

BLUES AND PURPLES IN MILLINERY 


THE union of blues and purples 

is a favorite ground for ex- 
periment this season, and since 
the slightest mistake in shade 
means disaster many of these ex- 
periments are distinct failures;

dull blue which are triumphs of 
color harmony. 

Purple, blue and gray are the

Coarser feathers. many of them

DEATH BY FIRE 


Nearly Two ue Ohio School 
Children Meet Horrible Death 
in a Conflagration. 


Cleveland, Ohio, March 4.—Tn a horror 
without a parallel in the history of Amer- 
ican schools, 170 children lost theit lives 
this morning when the Lake View achool, 
in Wollinwood, a saburb of Cleveland, 
was burned to the ground, Two teach- 
@rsa perished io vain efforts to save their 
little charges Tonight half of the fam- 
Hies in the suburb are mourning the loss 
of ove or more of their members. 

Three little girls coming from the 
basement saw smuke, but before the jan- 
itor sounded the alarm, a mass of flames 
Was sweeping up the stairway from the 
hasemep!. Before the children on the 
upper floors could reach the ground their 
egress was cuit off and they perished. It 
was all over almost before the frantic 
mothers who gathered realized that their 
children were doomed, 

Tne Lake View school was a three- 
story structure. Under the stairway of 
the baseruent in the front of the build- 
ing was @ furnace. -Owing to the wild 
weather there was less fire than usual, 
aod. it is certain the fire did not start 
there. The school officials believe an in- 
cendiary started the fire. It is possible 
that the fire was started by the. school 
children while at play, but there is noth- 
iug reserabling evidence along this line. 
The Collinwood school board will have 


the cause of the fire thoroughly investi- 
gated. 


The victims range in ages from six to 
fifteen yeers. rom the minute that the 
fire bell clanged out. the alarm, the doom 
of the children was sealed. The building 
was a tire trap aod was insufficiently 
provided with tire escapes. It had but 
two exits, one of which at the critical 
hour was found to be 
waa aleo lax discipline in the institution, 
and fivally, the fire department of the 


village was utterly voable to cope with 
the situation. 


A panic was primarily responsible. 
Had the 300 little ones been able to pre- 
serve theit presence of mind scores that 
went down in the roaring flames might 
have escaped safely. As it was dozens 
were crushud to death before the flames 
reached them in their terrified rush for 
safety; dozens wore were killed in frantic 
lsape from the windows, and the remain- 
der wore swallowed up in tho flames, and 
were carried down into the raging fur- 
nace in the cellar pf the building fifteen 
minutes after the fi alarm sounded, 
while agonized parents dashed hel pless- 
ly‘about on the outside, restrained only 
by forcé from’ dashing in. When the 
floors of the building collapsed, further 
rescue became absolutely impossible. 


Cleveland, Murch 5.--Oaoe’ hundred 
and sixty-two bodies have been recover- 
ed from the ruins of the Collinwood 
szhool. ‘This accounts for all the miss- 
ing, according to City Engineer Gould, 
who was in charge of. the search party 
during the night. Of these 110 have 
been positively identified, Coroner 
Burke declares his belief that at least 
thirty bodies will never be identified. 
The bodies are so badly burned that iden- 
vification is impossible. 


Cleveland, March 11.—-Coroner Burke 
rendered his decision today. Conditions 
existing are blamed, but ovo fault is 
charged to anyone, The corover says the 
fire was caused by ov erheated pipes. 


Death of F. E. Wilkins. 


The suddeo death of F. E, Wilkins on 
Tuesday evening came as a severe shock 
to the town. The circumstances iv con- 
nection with his death will . probably 
never be known. Deceased had been at 
his rooming quarters in Mr. Farncomb's 
residence about three oclock io the af- 
ternoon and from there evidently went 
to bis office. At Mr. FParncomb’s door 
he was met by Mr. King, with whom be 
had a shoit and probably bis last con- 
versation. About five o’vlock Mr. Tett 
went to the ‘Blectric Light office avd 
found the front door locked. He entered 
by the back way and found Mr. Wijking 
ia the back room sitting on a nail keg 
bleeding profusely and in an unconscious 
condition and breathing heavily. Medi- 
cal aid was summoned and ppon exaw- 
ination it was found that a bullet bad 
pierced through the head of the deceased 
and that recovery was impossible. Life 
however was oot extinct until about two 
o'clock in the mording. 

The coroner considered an inquest un- 
négesesry, everything plainly pointing to 
suicide. The weapon used was a 38 cal. 
ibre Iver-Jobnson revolver and bad been 
placed against the right side of his head, 
the bullet coming oat just bebind the 
left ear, Lacambe people are unable to 
understand the incentive, the only pos 
sible theory being despondency caused 
by worry over business matters apd 
brooding over the recent death of bis 
brother. A nuwber of things make it 
@pparent that he had for some time had 
self-destruction under consideration. «. 

Deceased was about 48 yeara of age, 
has resided in the west for many years, 
and was for four yeare a member of the 
North-West Legislature. He was the 
promoter aod wanager of the Blindmwan 
River Electric Power Co. The remains 
were interred in the Red Deer cemetery 
on Taursday afternoon
